Beltdes this Common Liberty there are 
many and thoſe thouſands which can and juſtly do pre- 
cond-to: greater Priviledges by their Buth and Deſcent 
which-as well by Cuſtome as the Courtekte of England 
are. due to them z. (o: thac as: to:theſeperſons who as is 
fad are (0 numerous, it is impoſhible. theſe Orders 
Gould take effet.
